MUSSOLINI CONGRATULATES 
FRANCO ON FALL OF BILBAO 


He Tells Spanish Insurgent Leader 
Italian People Received News 
With Joy. 

By the Associated Press. 

ROME, June 21.—Premier Mus- 
solini sent this telegram today to 
the Spanish insurgent Generalis- 
simo, Francisco Franco, captor of 
Bilbao: 

“Heartiest felicitations on a noble 
undertaking which hag given back 
to the Spanish Fatherland one of 
its noblest provinces. It marks a 
gigantic step forward ix the tri- 
umph of the Nationalists.” The 
Italian people, he added, received 
the news of Bilbao’s capture with 
“great joy.” 

Mussolini received from Franco 
a telegram yesterday announcing 
the occupation of Bilbao. 

“In the moment in which the Na- 
tionalist troops are entering vic- 
torious into Bilbao,” the telegram 
said, “I send you, together with 
my own salute the most enthusias- 
tic salute of this army, which is 
proud to have justified the confi- 
dence placed in it by your great 
people and its Duce. I ask that in 
giving news of this success to the 
Emperor (King Vittorio Emanuele) 
you extend to him the best wishes 
of the Spanish people and of Gen. 
Franco.”

The opinion, written by Commis- 
sioner James A. Cooley and ap- 
proved by the three judges of Divi- 
sion No. 2, upheld validity of the 
indictment, attacked on appeal as 
vague and indefiniate, and suffi- 
ciency of the verdict. 

Referring to a contention of coun- 
sel for Reagan that the trial court 
had erred in refusing to grant 17 
instructions offered by the defense, 
the opinion said the Court would 
enforce the manifest intention of 
the statute requiring alleged er- 
rors to be set forth in detail and 
with particularity. It said no at- 
tempt had been made to do this in 
the motion for a new trial, which 
was overruled by the lower court. 
A bill which would have eliminated 
the requirements as to details in 
assignments of error and restored 
the so-called “shotgun motion” to 
legality was vetoed by the Gover- 
nor recently. 

Sought for the shooting for more 
than two years, Reagan was arrest- 
ed in Kansas City in June, 1935, 
by Detectives Harry Powell and 
James Mobrak of the St. Louis Po- 
lice Department on information 
they had obtained in a chance con- 
versation with a woman in a night 
club there. Mobrak, a detective ser- 
geant, was murdered last Febru- 
ary by a burglar whom he had ar- 
rested and who was then killed by 
other policemen. 

Reagan was convicted of second- 
degree murder by a Circuit Court 
jury in his second trial here in 
March, 1936, and formally sentenced 
by Judge James M. Douglas, now a 
member of Division 1 of the Su- 
preme Court. He was released un- 
der $20,000 bond, pending his ap- 
peal. 

The only defense witness, Reagan 
testified that he went out to warn 
the ballplayers that if they returned 
to his lot they would be arrested 
and that his pistol, which he had 
taken along for protection, was dis- 
charged accidentally in a struggle 
with Appler. Testimony for the 
State was that Reagan went out to 
the alley, where the players had re- 
sumed their game of catch, slugged 
Appler, who was unarmed, with the 
pistol and then shot him in the 
abdomen. 

Reagan's first trial, several 
months earlier, resulted in a mis- 
trial when the jury, agreed on his 
guilt, divided 8 to 4 whether to con- 
vict him of second-degree murder 
or manslaughter. 

Appler was 34 years old and re- 
sided at 4618 Newberry terrace. 
Reagan is 52. 


Conviction of Arthur Schnelt in 
Abeln Killing Upheld.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 21.— 
The conviction of Arthur Schnelt, 
rc. former convict, for the murder of 
Charles J. Abeln, St. Louis tobacco 
dealer, who was killed with his wife 
in an attempted holdup at their 
store at 3828 South Broadway Dec. 
22, 1933, was sustained today by 
Division No. 2 of the Supreme 
Court. 

An opinion written by Commis- 
sioner James A. Cooley, and con- 
curred in by the three judges of 
the division, held that there was 
no prejudicial error in the trial of 
Schnelt before a jury in the court 
of Circuit Judge - Russell, which 
ended Oct. 17, 1935. The jury set 
his punishment at life imprison- 
ment. 

No brief was submitted in behalf 
of the defendant, and the court 
considered the case c. the record 
of the trial and the motion for a 
new trial -iled in Schnelt’s behalf.

UNIONS APPEAL TO ROOSEVELT 
TO KEEP STEEL MILLS CLOSED 


Heads of Three Youngstown CIO 
Lodges Urge President to 
Prevent Bloodshed. 

By the Associated Press. 

YOUNGSTOWN, O:, June 21.— 
Presidents of three C1O lodges in 
Youngstown appealed to President 
Roosevelt today to intervene to pre- 
vent a scheduled re-opening of four 
steel plants here tomorrow. 

“Avoid in time most horrible 
things that may be let loose within 
the next 24 hours,” said their tele- 
gram. 

Youngstown Sheet & Tube has 
ordered its three plants reopened, 
and the Republic Steel Corporation 
has ordered one plant opened. 

“Any attempt to open the gates 
will automatically bring terrific 
violence and bloodshed,” continued 
the telegram. It was signed by 
Frank P. Greggs, president of the 
Youngstown Sheet & Tube CIO 
lodge of Campbell; Thomas White, 
president of the Republic lodge, and 
Jack Wilson, president of the Brier 
Hill Sheet & Tube lodge. 


FIRST OF NAVY PLANES START 
ON MASS HOP T0 PANAMA 


Three Take Off While Other Nine 
Await Favorable Wind for 
Non-Stop Flight. 

SAN DIEGO, Cal., June 21.—The 
first of 12 Navy patrol planes 
bound for Coco Solo, Canal Zone, 
3000 miles away, on the longest non- 
stop mass flight in United States 
Naval history, took off from San 
Diego Bay at 11:27 a. m. today. 

Four minutes later two more 
planes went into the air. The nine 
others delayed their start, for a 
favorable wind. Visibility was 
good. The first plane rose after 
a run of a mile and a half. 


The flight was described as mere- ' 


ly “routine” delivery of the new 
ships, constructed here. They have 
wing spreads of 104 feet. 

The route for the 30-hour trip is 
almost entirely. over water, down 
the coast of Mexico and Central 
America. 

Previous mass flights between 
San Diego and the Canal Zone base 
have stopped at Acapulco, Mexico.

Admiral] E. J. King, who directed 
the take-off, but will not accom- 
pany the aviators.

Und STEEL STRIKERS 
DEFY COURT'S ORDER 


Number of Pickets ‘Increased 
Instead of Diminished at 
Plant at Warren.

WARREN, O., June 21—In de- 
fiance of an injunction issued 
earlier today by Common Pleas 
Judge Lynn B, Griffith to the Re- 
public Steel Corporation against the 
activities of strike pickets, the pick- 
et lines increased instead of 
dwindled. 

The strike executive committee, 
headed by John McKeown, C I O 
organizer, announced that despite 
the court order, “We must take all 
necessary measures to protect our 
fundamental rights.” There was 
talk of a general strike of 10,000 
to 15,000 members of organized la- 
bor in the Warren area as a result 
of the injunction. 

Under the injunction pickets are 
restrained permanently from arm- 
ing themselves with clubs or other 
weapons, obstructing streets or 
highways in the county, interfering 
with any persons in the county, in- 
timidating by threats of violence 
any persons from entering the em- 
ploy of the Republic Steel Corpora- 
tion, interfering with movement of 
freight trains or trucks, or damayz- 
ing property of the steel company. 

Judge Griffith limited to 12 the 
number of pickets who may be sta- 
tioned at one time at the main gate 
of the Niles plant, and eight at the 
main gate at Warren, with 62 as 
the limit for six entrances at 
Warren. 

The court also enjoined the steel 
company from throwing objects at 
the strikers at any time or place, 
from threatening violence against 
the strikers, and from making as- 
saults against the strikers or their 
families. 

The company was ordered not to 
move freight trains or trucks into 
or out of their plants until Wednes- 
day at 6 a. m. 


U. S. COURT OF APPEALS ' 
ORDERS STRIKERS EJECTED 


250 Have Been Occupying Hosiery 
, Plant Since May 6; “Restraint 
of Interstate Commerce.” 
PHILADELPHIA, June 21.—The 
United States Circuit Court of Ap-

OF RADIO STATIONS 
GUIDED AVIATORS 


U.S. Coast Guard Signal Corps 
Helped to Send and Receive 


Messages.

SEATTLE, Wash., June 21.—A 
radio network spread in advance 
across two continents guided the 
three Soviet airmen in their trip 
across the North Pole. Details of 
the United States Coast Guard 
Signal Corps’ part in the aerial ad- 
venture were revealed today. 

It was from Seattle that the 
plane’s flight was directed once it 
came within 800 miles of the Pole. 

Three weeks before the flight be- 
gan the radio guides were arranged 
secretly at the request of the Soviet 
Government. 

“Stations at Point Barrow, Nome, 


| Fairbanks, Anchorage, Juneau, Ket- 


chikan and Seattle were formed 
into a network which included the 
Royal Canadian signal station at 
Fort Norman and Russian stations 
at Anadyr and Khabarovsk. 

So efficiently did the system 
function that only once was the 
plane out of touch with guiding sta- 
tions for a long period. That was 
for five hours after the flyers 
crossed the Pole. 

In the Signal Corps headquarters 
here, A. A. Vartanian, Soviet engi- 
neer in charge of the flight, worked 
without sleep for 54 hours, sending 
weather reports, translating mes- 
sages from the flyers, keeping in 
touch with Moscow.

VANCOUVER, Wash., June 21.— 
Refreshed after a night’s sleep, the 
three Russian aviators. who ended 
their 5300-mile non-stop flight over 
the top of the world here yester- 
day busied themselves today with 
preparations to complete—as pas- 
sengers—the flight to San Francis- 
co, their original destination. 

Pilot Valeri Chekalov, whose 


great red-winged monoplane in a 
63-hour flight here from Moscow, 
got up before his companions, 
Georgi Baibukov and Alexander 
Beliakov, and took a walk. 

He appeared greatly interested in 
Vancouver Barracks, army post on 
the banks of the Columbia River, 
where the flyers landed at 8:22 a. 
m. yesterday. He stopped soldiers, 
and by signs—he speaks no English 
—tried to find out what kind of 
trees grew in the Pacific North- 
west. 

He wanted to know all about the 
vegetation of the countryside and 
he indicated great interest in the 
army post and its buildings—what 
they were for and what the soldiers 
did. 

Breakfast With Ambassador. 

About 8:30 a. m. Beliakov and 
Baibukov came downstairs in the 
home of Gen. George Marshall, com- 
mandant of the post, where the fly- 
ers were housed, and joined the 
Russian Ambassador, A. A. Troya- 
novsky, and Chekalov in a break- 
fast. 

Although the house was barred 
to visitors, soldiers said the flyers 
appeared refreshed and happy. 

Soldiers said a special military 
board would meet later in the day 
with the flyers to inspect their sin- 
gle-motored plane. After the inspec- 
tion, the flyers expect to go into the 
town and buy a few persona] arti- 
cles. 

Soldiers said they understood the 
flyers and Ambassador Troyanov- 
sky, who flew here from San Fran- 
cisco yesterday to greet his coun- 
trymen after their unscheduled 
landing 592 miles short of their 
California goal, would leave for 
San Francisco at 3 p. m. 

They will go in the cabin mono- 
plane chartered from United Air 
Lines to bring the Ambassador here 
yesterday. The flyers’ plane will be 
dismantled here and shipped back 
to Russia.

The city was placed under mar. 
tial law by the insurgent comman- 
ders, who ordered all arms to be 
turned over within two hours after 
the proclamation. No gesture of 
resistance marked the turning over 
of great stores of weapons. 

Reports from Santander declared 
the Basques were disputing the 
crossing of the Nervion. 

Thousands of insurgents poured 
down from the eastern hills, 
marched through the captured 
Basque capital and swarmed into 
Se ne On the Wee eee 
city. 

An acute shortage of water 
speeded the drive toward Santan- 
der. Bilbao’s main water supply 
was cut off because of broken con- 
duits and most of the breaks were 
in territory still held by Govern 
ment forces. Long lines of surviy- 
ors of the siege carried jugs and 
pails to springs in the hills outside 
the city or sought to fill their ves- 
sels from small wells in the rail- 
road tunnels. 

Five food-laden ships were on 
the way to Bilbao from the insur- 
a port of San Sebastian to 
relieve the problem of feeding 
300,000 inhabitants. rsa 

The city, otherwise, was rapidly 
returning to normal. 
were leaving for their homes as 
soon as they could find means ‘of 
transportation. Many of them 
Pplodded along driving their sheep 
and cattle before them. 

The streets were still littered 
with debris and broken glass which 
showered the capital when the re- 
treating Basques blew up the city’s 
eight bridges to block the advance 
of the insurgents. 


Remnants of Basque Army En- 
trenched in Mountains. 
CASTRO-URDIALES, Spain, June 
21.—Exposed to ceaseless shelling 
from the sea and bombing from 
the air, the remnants of the Basque 
army entrenched themselves in the 
Galdames Mountains today for a 
fight to save Santander from the 

fate of Bilbao. 

The Basques consolidated their 
forces in the hills which parallel 
the highway about a third of the 
way between Bilbao and Castro- 
Urdiales, which is 30 miles from 
Bilbao on the Bay of Biscay. 

Without sleep for five days and 
without food for almost as long, 
the Basque army was hampered by 
thousands of refugees, who plodded 
along the road from the conquered 
capital. 

The insurgent warships Almirante 
Cervera and Velasco dropped shell 
after shell on the refugee-packed 
Santander road. 

A fleet of insurgent planes 
sprayed the highway with machine 
gun bullets. 

Dead and dying women and chil- 
dren were on the road. There were 
dead mules and cattle and smashed 
wagons and automobiles. 

The Associated Press correspond- 
ent’s automobile was struck by a 
shell splinter while he was taking 
this dispatch to a boat for relay by 
way of Bayonne, France, 

All available ships in the Nervion 
estuary had been filled with ref- 
ugees before the capture of Bilbao, 
Several of the ships, including the 
barge Gobela, with hundreds on 
board, were thought to have been 
sunk by insurgent shells.

PARIS, June 21.—Camille Chau- 


temps, Radical Socialist, former 
Premier, was designated by Presi- 
dent Albert Lebrun early today to 
attempt formation of a new Cabi- 


net to succeed Leon Blum’s resigned 
Peoples’ Front Government. 

The . Premier-designate, who 
served in the Blum Cabinet as Sec- 
retary of State, hurried to the Quai 
d’Orsay to begin a poll of possible 
members of his Government. 

It was disclosed the President 
turned to Chautemps at a dawn 
conference after Blum and his Min- 
isters resigned. Blum’s action was 
precipitated by the Senate’s refusal 
to grant him broad decree powers 
to meet monetary difficulties and a 
mounting deficit. 

The franc strengthened immedi- 
ately after Blum’s resignation. It 
was quoted at 22.30 to the dollar in 
the morning unofficial market, as 
compared to 22.4575 at Friday's of- 
ficial close. 

At the official close today, how- 
ever, the franc was only slightly 
stronger than it was Friday, at 
22.4475 to the dollar. 

Senate Building Guarded. 

Truckloads of Mobile Guards 
were moved to strategic points 
throughout the capital to enforce 
the retiring Premier’s plea that the 
change of Government be made 
peacefully. | 

Seven truckloads of these men 
were deployed in front of the Sen- 
ate, where blue-uniformed guards 
wearing steel helmets took up posts 
and stacked rifles outside the Re 
publican Guard headquarters. 

Authorities apparently feared 
some demonstration against the 
Senate. 

Among the first called into con- 
ference by Chautemps was Joseph 
Caillaux, head of the Senate Fi- 
nace Committee, who led the fight 

against Blum’s demands, from 
whom he apparently sought to de- 
termine if there was a possibility 
of a new Cabinet's obtaining decree 
powers to deal with a rapidly 
emptying Treasury. Chautemps 
previously had seen Blum. 

Chautemps offered Blum a port- 
folio. Blum withheld his decision 
for a meeting of the Socialist Na- 
tional Council tomorrow. 

Chautemps’ success or failure 
seemed to hinge on whether he 
gains the participation or at least 
the support of the Socialists. 

“I saw my predecessor who may 
also be my successor,” he said. 

Paris Takes News Calmly. 

Paris generally took the Cabinet 
resignation news calmly, though un- 
verified reports of a general work- 
ers’ strike were heard.

WASHINGTON, June 21.—John 
B. Scott, a representative of the 
Anthracite Institute, said today the 
administration’s proposed wage and 
hour legislation was “an applica- 
tion of unsounu economic  prin- 


, ciples.” 


He told the joint House and Sen- 
ate committee considering the 
Black-Connery bill that it would 
“afford foreign competi.ors an op- 


portunity for trade invasion” and 


curtail purchasing power by rais- 


ing production costs. 


Scott, who said he spoke for 
“substantially all” of the .ation’s 
hard coal producers, also argued 
that the bill’s labor standards were 
“subject to serious constitutional 
objections.” 

Because it “seeks to control labor 
conditions” in “purely ‘ocal” busi- 
ness, he declared, it “would in ef- 
fect obliterate state lines and local 
self-government.” 

The bill, under the constitutional 
authority of Congress to regulate 
interstate commerce, would set up 
an administrative board to fix mini- 
mum wages and maximum hours of 
work for all employes of indus- 
tries whose products go into inter- 
state commerce. 

The legislation would authorize 
a five-man board to establish 
“fair” minimum wages anu maxi- 
mum hours in industries affecting 
interstate commerce. 

An opposing view was presented 
by Horace Herr, secretary of the 
National League of Wholesale 
Fresh Fruit and Vegetable Distrib- 
uters, who said the aims of the bill 
were “desirable.” 

Herr urged, however, that Con- 
gress also enact legislation to pre- 
vent unions from calling strikes 
while negotiations are in progress. 

J. H. Alldridge, railway expert for 
the Tennessee Valley Authority, 
asked the committee to consider 
freight rate “discriminations” 
against the South and West. He 
said an Eastern manufacturer could 
ship his goods to market at far low- 
er rates than similar industrialists 
elsewhere in the country, 

Representative Ramspeck (Dem.), 
Georgia, remarked that “if we fix 


uniform wage rates, under’ these 
shipping conditions the Southern 
'manufacturer will certainly be

Clouds Break After Plane Passes Range— 


Beautiful Scenes in Green 
Jungle Described. 


By AMELIA EARHART

BANDOENG, Java, Dutch East 
Indies, June 21.— We have just 


come in from Singapore, Straits 
Settlements. I am having some 
work done here on the plane by 
men of the K. L. M., the Nether- 
lands Air Service. They use Amer- 
ican equipment. 

Bandoeng is a very beautiful 
place, situated 2200 feet above sea 
level. . 

I hope to reach Port Darwin, 
Australia, in one flight, but I may 
have to stop at Koepang. It will 
depend on the weather. 

Flight to Singapore. 

We reached Singapore yesterday 
after a flight from Rangoon, Bur- 
ma, with moist clouds as compan- 
ions. 

Climbing to 8000 feet, we flew 
through squally weather until the 
mountain barriers were passed and 
the clouds broke on the eastern 
side of the range. 

Bangkok, Siam, like Rangoon, 
lies in a vast plain with moun- 
tains in the background. The air- 
port is one of the best encountered 
hitherto. We refueled, and started 
for Singapore, 900 miles away, on 
a course south toward Alor Star, 
in Malaya, over the Gulf of Siam. 
I felt as if I were dreaming, to 
be flying over tropic waters, with 
the coast of Burmu on the right 
and Indo-China on the left. The 
sea, really mauve, melted into a 
blue sky through which floated 
little white clouds. Fred Noonan 
expressed his appreciation: a 
thought there was no more weath- 
er like this.” 

We checked over Alor Star air-

‘for Singapore. I more or less hugged 


the western shore, for there were 
thunderstorms over the mountain- 
ous middle way. The fields and 
valleys were upholstered with a

deep piled green jungle in an un- 
believable continuous covering 
made by separate trees. There 
were many cuts _: the jungle 
where rubber plantations and tin 
mines had paved roads challenging 
the forest. But the green growth 
is far from conquered. 

Noonan and I were interested to 
see charming towns which looked 
from the air much like those at 
home. Many had the familiar white 
circle in the landing areas, but un- 
like the United States few dis- 
played their names on the roofs. 

Other Planes on Route. 

While none of us sighted the 
other there were two transport 
planes on the same route today. 
The Imperial Airways plane left 
Rangoon first and the K. L. M. 
Douglas at daybreak. Our Lock- 
heed Electra left 15 minutes later. 
All stopped at Bangkok, then fol- 
lowed different courses to Singa- 
pore. We arrived first at 5:24 p. 
m. local time because we _ cut 
straight and did not stop along 
the way. 

Singapore has a brand-new 
$9,000,000 airport which compares 
with any in the world. To remind 
me where I was when I shut off 
the engines, I heard music from 
a nearby Chinese theater. 

I had seen the city only from 
the air. It lies on an island with 
the famous harbor fitted with lit- 
tle water bugs—ships of all kinds 
from every port. First to greet 
us when we landed was Monnett 
B. Davis, American Consul-Gener- 
al, and Mrs. Davis. They had 
courage enough to take us for the 
night, even after I explained our 
disagreeable habit of getting up at 
three in the morning and falling 
asleep immediately after dinner. So 
we are housed in spacious rooms 
into which whatever breezes blow 
will find their way. A mosquito 
net covered my bed, as at the last 
few stops.

PARSONS SETS 
DEADLINE FOR 
RANSOM DEAL 


Statement of Husband 
Urges Wife’s Kidnaper to 
Before 


Send Message 
Noon Thursday.

STONY BROOK, N. Y., June 21, 
—William H. Parsons today set 
noon Thursday for termination of 
his offer to deal with the supposed 
kidnapers of his wife without in- 
terference by law enforcement 
agencies. 

Parsons read a statement to Fed- 
eral agents and newspaper report- 
ers and photographers, gathered in 
a drizzling rain on the lawn of the 
Parsons home, which concluded: 

“If nothing is heard by noon, 
Thursday, June 24, I will make re- 
quest to law enforcement officers 
to immediately proceed with any 
possible action to bring to justice 
the persons responsible for my 
wife’s disappearance.” 

Referring to previous promises of 
immunity from interference, Par- 
sons said: “I believe all agencies, 
law enforcement and the press, have 
graciously withdrawn in order that 
the persons holding my wife, Alice, 
could in safety reach me. It is 
now 13 days since the unhappy 
calamity of June 9 struck us, a 
grief-stricken family.” 

It was several hours later that 
a ransom note demanding $25,000 
for the safe return of Mrs. Parsons 
was found in the Parsons automo- 
bile—the only clew yet found indi- 
cating a kidnaping. 

Parsons’ statement continued: 
“All members of the family join 
me, in our helpless situation, in a 
plea to the person holding my wife 
to arrange her safe and immedi- 
ate return, 

“All our assurances to these per- 
sons are again given. We will 
abide by the wishes of the person 
who is in position to arrange her 
return. 

“Due to the lapse of time, we 
must request that the persons con- 
cerned immediately furnish to us 
a definite assurance and clue that 
she is alive at this time. Also 
some definite identification that 
the person we are dealing with is 
the person who is holding my wife. 

“I therefore, urgently request 
that the person furnish me at once 
with the proof requested in @ 
further communication and _ the 
ways and means by which I may 
reach you in safety to yourself.”

Hy- 
land, a middle-aged, sunburned 
man, of the golf club type, said: 

“About a year ago the CI O start- 
ed organizing our plant. They met 
with some success, although I don’t 
know exactly how much. They 
formed a shop committee, and two 
and a half months ago the commit- 
tee asked me for a conference. We 
met, F. A. Lauerman, head of our 
industrial relations department, and 
myself, representing the company. 

“The main question was—would 
we recognize them? I replied that 
the fact we were meeting with 
them should be sufficient proof 
that we were recognizing them. 
They seemed satisfied with that re- 
ply. No demands were made. 

“Three weeks later they asked 
for, and were granted, another con- 
ference. This time they were ac- 
companied by two CI O organizers. 
They presented a few minor com- 
plaints of discrimination against 
union members, and then raised the 
question of safety devices. I was 
surprised, and pointed out that we 
had experienced only one lost-time 
accident since November. However, 
I told them we would be glad to re- 
ceive suggestions. 

Strike “Without Warning.” 

“Meantime, a committee from 
Pittsburgh had met J. A. Voss of 
our industrial relations depart- 
ment, in Cleveland, and had in- 
quired whether the company would 
sign a contract with the Steel 
Workers’ Organizing Committee. 
He replied that, inasmuch as thou- 
' sands of our employes had signified 
their objection to being represented 
by the S W OC, and whereas the 
Wagner Act didn’t require it, he 
Was not disposed to sign. So far 
as I know, there was still no men- 
tion of a strike. 

“On the afternoon of May 26, 
without any warning, a group of 
about 100 men in the shipping de-

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RELIEF ECONOMY 
“AMENDMENTS ARE 
BEATEN IN SENATE 


Efforts to Place Greater 
Share of W P A Cost on 
Localities Voted Down 
After Debate. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 21.—The 
Senate rejected today two amend- 
ments to the Administration’s $1,- 
500,000,000 relief bill which would 
have placed on local communities a 
greater share of the burden of re- 
lief. 

The first was that proposed by 
Senator Robinson (Dem.), Arkan- 
gas, which would have required lo- 
cal communities, where able, to 
shoulder 25 per cent of the cost of 
WPA work on non-Federal proj- 
ects. 

Just before the test, Administra- 
tion forces won a tactical victory 
by rejecting a modification of the 
Robinson amendment. Robinson’s 
amendment was beaten 49 to 34. 
Senators Clark and Truman of Mis- 
souri voted for it. 

Defeat of Robinson’s proposal 
forced the final vote on the 
original amendment by Senator 
Byrnes (Dem.), South Carolina, to 
require a 40 per cent local contri- 
bution. 

The Senate quickly turned down 
the Bynes proposal, 58 to 25. 

The vote on the Robinson amend- 
ment, a showdown on the economy 
issue, was one of the strangest in 
recent years. Republicans and Dem- 
ocratic leaders combined with New 
Deal critics in Democratic ranks 
to support the Robinson amend- 
ment, but it was beaten by a de- 
termined rally among younger 
Democratic members. 

Glass, Borah for Amendment. 

Senator Carter Glass (Dem.) Vir- 
ginia, punnctuated the heated de- 
bate on the relief bill with the as- 
section that “Congress is precipi- 
tating the country into actual bank- 
ruptcy by its extravagance.” 

The former Treasury Secretary, 
back in the Senate after weeks of 
absence, lined up with economy ad- 
vocates in favor of the Robinson 
Amendment. 

Another advocate of the Robinson 
amendment, Senator Borah (Rep.), 
Idaho, said increasing government- 
al spending was “a _ creeping

Borah said in 1850 taxes took 
only 1 per cent of every dollar of 
income, but in 1936 took 35 per 
cent. “There must be a reduction,” 
he declared. 

He spoke after Senator McKellar 
(Dem.), Tennessee, criticised the 
Robinson proposal as “unfair, un- 
just and impossible of fulfillment,” 
and asserted he was “not willing 
to balance the budget at the ex- 
pense of the needy.” 

Issue in Controversy. 

The Senate controversy over the 
measure revolved around the Robin- 
son amendment. Robinson, dis- 
agreeing with the administration on 
this occasion, offered his proposal 
as a modification of a demand by 
the economy bloc that localities pay 
40 per cent of the cost. 

Senator Barkley (Dem.), Ken- 
tucky, stood fast on his assertion 
that there be no amendments, that 
the bill pass the Senate as it cleared 
the House. 

Friends said Robinson’s attitude 
on the relief question reflected a 
deep-seated personal conviction. 
For months Robinson, Vice-Presi- 
dent Garner, Senator Byrnes of 
South Carolina and other adminis- 
tration leaders had been fighting 
vigorously backstage for economy. 

They tried first to persuade 
President Roosevelt to cut his re- 
lief estimate from $1,500,000,000 to 
$1,000,000,000. When they failed 
to convince him, they started talking 
publicly of the need for economy. 

When the relief. measure is 
cleared, the Senate schedule calls 
for consideration of the War De- 
partment appropriation bill, then 
the measure for an extension of ex- 
cise taxes on gasoline and other 
items. 

With these measures out of the 
way, the session’s hottest fight, that 
over the President’s bill for the re- 
organization of the Supreme Court, 
is likely to start on the floor of the 
Senate,

USE OF GOVERNMENT 
POWER IS QUESTION 


In Brown Alumni Speech 
He Refers to “Pressure 
of Economic Forces” and 


‘Alien Philosophy.” 


By the Associated Press, 

PROVIDENCE, R, L, June 21.— 
Chief Justice Charles Evans €iughes 
declared today the question facing 
society “is not longer one of estab- 
lishing democratic institutions but 
of preserving them.” 

In a prepared address before the 
annual alumni meeting of Brown 
University, the Chief Justice, an 
alumnus of 1881, asserted: 

“The economic dislocations fol- 
lowing the great war have produced 


conditions, national and interna- 
tional, which vex the imagination 
and confuse the judgment.... We 
still proclaim the old ideals of 
liberty but we cannot voice them 
without anxiety in our hearts. 

“The question is no longer one 
of triumphing over sectional dis- 
cords and unifying the nation, but 
whether a united people putting 
forth its great strength for national 
ends, will leave appropriate scope 
for individual freedom. 

Looking at Future. 

“The question is not one of the 
adequate power of government, de- 
signed to keep clear the highways 
of honest endeavor, but how that 
power shall be used.”

Angell Attacks Roosevelt Labor 


Policy, Denounces Court Bill 


Retirimg Yale Head Says Former Is Partisan, 
Latter Means to Abet “Rape of 
Constitution.” 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW HAVEN, Conn., June 21.— 
President James Rowland Angell 
attacked the Roosevelt administra- 


tion’s labor policy and Supreme 
Court bill in his final baccalaureate 
address yesterday as head of Yale 
University. 


He charged that “the National 
Government has appeared as a 
partisan” in the present labor con- 
flict and asserted the Supreme 
Court bill was a means to abet a 
“rape of the constitution.” 

He contended that the country’s 
peace and prosperity were  im- 
periled and urged that moral, po- 
litical and spiritual values be sal- 
vaged “if democracy is to measure 
up to the compelling needs of the 
time.” 

Dr. Angell’s attack or the Ad- 
ministration’s policies was made in 
Woolsey Hall where three years 
ago he conferred an honorary de- 
gree upon President Rocsevelt and 
praised his “daring leadership” and 
“complete devotion to the service 
of the nation.” 

The fact distinguishing the pres- 
ent labor crisis “from any we have 
ever known before,” he said, is that 
“the National Government has ap- 
peared as a partisan in the con- 
flict,” adding: 

“The Secretary of Labor is quot- 
ed as not knowing whether a sit- 
down strike is legal or not, al- 
though there is hardly any older 
doctrine in our common law than 
that affecting the right of posses- 
sion of property. 

Criticism of Employers. 

“The executive is charged with 
having encouraged much of the 
existing disorder, first by silence 
in the face of gross violation of 
law, and destruction of property by 
labor, and then by criticism of em- 
ployers for failing to sign contracts 
with labor groups whose good faith 
they regard as open to question.” 


Dr. Angell contended that the 
President had promoted “legisla- 
tion which, if finally enacted, ap- 
pears to imply the further and com- 
plete abdication of the Congress, al- 
ready more than once put into the 
stultifying position of mere pup- 
pets of the executive. 

“This end is to be achieved 
through the confiding to innum- 
erable anonymous commissions of 
powers which we had supposed the 
Constitution protected for us_ in 
perpetuity. 

“To assure this rape of the Con- 
stitution, it is proposed to bring the 
judiciary also under the control of 
the Chief Magistrate, that these 
revolutionary measures may in due 
time be pronounced by the courts 
constitutional.” 

Acquirement of Powers. 

The Yale president, in analyzing 
the crisis in industrial relations, 
said “the present struggle seems 
demonstrably and primarily aimed 
at the acquirement of power by a 
single labor group with which oth- 
er important labor groups are in 
conflict.” 

The usual economic objectives of 
strikes, he asserted, “are in the 
background.” 

“The single vital issue is pow- 
er,” he said, “and to gain this the 
peace and prosperity of the nation 
is put into jeopardy.” 

President Angell said he was 
sympathetic with the “altruistic 
purposes” of the Government in at- 
tempting “to help the underdog in 
the economic struggle,” but added 
he was deeply concerned because 
“so many of the methods proposed 
to achieve all these desirable ends 
seem to me to be headed straight 
away from all our traditions of 
American democracy and toward the 
same abyss which has engulfed a 
large part of Europe.” 

Dr. Angell, head of Yale since 
1921, will be succeeded by Dr. 
Charles Seymour. 


VANDENBERG CHILD LABOR 
AMENDMENT IS APPROVED 


Senate Committee Votes for Meas- 
ure Fixing Age at 16 Instead 
of 18. 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 21.—The 


Senate Judiciary Committee unani- 
mously approved today the Vanden- 
berg proposal for a constitutional 
amendment to permit Congress to 
legislate against child labor. The 
amendment, introduced by Senator 
Vandenberg (Rep.), Michigan, 
would permit Congress to prohibit 
labor by children under 16 years 


of age. 

It is designed as a substitute for 

the child labor amendment pending 
before the states. That amendment 
has failed of ratification by the nec- 
essary 36 states. 
The Vandenberg proposal would 
eliminate use of the word “regulate” 
in the pending amendment, would 
apply only to child labor employed 
“for hire,” and would fix the age at 
16 instead of 18. These changes, 
Vandenberg argued in an appear- 
ance before the committee, woulda 
remove the chief objections raised 
against the pending amendment. 

The committee added a clause to 
the amendment to provide that if 
not ratified by state conventions 


within seven years, the amendment 


{ would lapse. 


GERMANY TRYING TO DOUBLE 
ALUMINUM OUTPUT BY 1940 


Short of Iron and Copper, Reich 
Has Tripled Production of 
Substitute Since 1929. 
BERLIN, Juen 21.—Having al- 
ready tripled its aluminum produc- 
tion since 1929, Germany aims to 

double it again by 1940. 

The reason for this emphasis on 
aluminum is the scarcity of iron 
and copper, very little of which is 
mined in Germany. Foreign cur- 
rency with which imports of these 
metals could be paid for is even 
scarcer. Aluminum, however, is 
produced cheaply from bauxite ob- 
tained through barter from Yugo- 
slavia, Hungary and Italy, and can 
be produced also from German ores. 

Part of the four-year plan, there- 
fore, is a drive for the use of alum- 
inum illoys instead of steel or cop- 
per wherever possible. 

In 1929 Germany produced 33,300 
tons of aluminum, and although pro- 
duction slumped during the three 
following years, it reached 37,200 
tons in 1933. By the end of 1935 the 
the annual production had jumped 
to 70,700 tons, and in 1936 to 98,400 
tons, which is about one-third of 
the entire world output.

CATHOLIC SCHOOLS 


IN BAVARIA TAKEN 
OVER BY NAZIS 


Order Dissolves 966 Paro- 
chial Institutions in Mu- 
nich District Alone, Mak- 


ing Them Secular. 


By the Associated Press, 
MUNICH, Germany, June 21.— 


Thousands of Catholic school chil- 
dren in parochial schools in pre- 
dominantly-Catholic Bavaria be- 
came pupils in secular schools to- 
day in obedience to a Nazj order 
which dissolved the parochial 
schools and made them esecular in- 
stitutions. 

In Munich and Upper Bavaria 
alone, the decree converted 966 
confessional schools into secular in- 
stitutions. Only 100 secular schools 
had existed heretofore in this area. 
Authorities insisted they close the 
Catholic schools “with the parents’ 
consent.” 

This is the way it happened: 

Elections, in which parents were 
asked to choose between parochial 
and secular schools, were held in 
various provincial districts. Such 
elections have been held recently 
in other parts of Germany, and 
have resulted in the secularization 
of schools. The Bavarian result, 
the authorities announced, showed 
from 95 to 99 per cent in favor of 
secular schools. 

Catholics have contended the 
elections were unfairly and hastily 
conducted, and that parents in 
many cases did not have a chance 
to vote their real sentiment, 

The mayors and district leaders 
in Bavaria compiled the election 
figures and presented them to the 
state government. The abolition 
of the parochial, on confessional 
schools, was the result—throughout 
Bavaria. 

Adolf Wagner, Bavaria’s Minis- 
ter of Interior, signed the decree. 
He outlined his move to _ 12,000 
Nazi political leaders last night at 
Garmish., 

“I'm proud of this triumph in 
my province, which is overwhelm- 
ingly Catholic and one of the old- 
est Nazi strongholds,” he told the 
party meeting. 

He emphatically denied the dis- 
solution of Catholic schools vio- 
lated the concordat between’ the 
Nazis and the Vatican, which, in 
part, guaranteed the continued op- 
eration of the Catholic institutions. 
He declared that his decision was

16 MOUNTAIN CLIMBERS 
KILLED BY AVALANCHE 


Seven Germans and Nine Native Porters Lose 
Lives—Sought to Ascend Nanga Parbat 
in Himalayas. 


By the Associated Press. 

SIMLA, India, June 21.—Sixteen 
members of a German Himalayan 
expedition have been killed by an 
avalanche, the British political 
agent at Gilgit, Northern Kashmir, 
reported yesterday. 

Seven Germans and nine Gurkha 
porters were overwhelmed in the 
slide, the agent said. They were 
members of an expedition which 
reached India early in May to at- 
tempt the ascent of Mount Nanga 
Parbat, 26,629-foot peak in the 
Western Himalayas. 

The British agent left Gilgit for 
the scene of the disaster, presum- 


ably on or near Nanga Parbat. 
The expedition’s leader, Dr. Karl 
Win, professor of geography at 
Munich University, escaped injury. 
Nanga Parbat, highest peak in 
the British Empire, has never been 
climbed. 


This is the second German expe- 
dition to come to disaster in trying 
to conquer Nanga Parbat. In July, 
1934, a group led by Willy Merkl, 
celebrated mountain climber, dis- 
appeared on the slopes of the moun- 
tain. The bodies of two, Ulrich 
Wieland and Dr. Wilzenbach, were 
discovered later. 


SENATE GROUP FAVORS 
ANTHLYNCHING BILL 


Judiciary Committee Approves 
Wagner-Van Nuys Measure 
by Vote of 13 to 3. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 21. — The 
Senate Judiciary Committee ap- 
proved today, by a vote of 13 to 3, 
the Wagner-Van Nuys anti-lynching 
bill. The vote sent to the Senate 
floor a measure similar to anti- 
lynching bills that have met with 


filibusters from the Southern Sen- 
ators in the past. 

Senator Connally (Dem.), Texas, 
one of the three committee mem- 
bers who voted against the meas- 
ure, said he did not believe South- 
erners would filibuster this time. 
He said it looked as though the bill 
would be passed. 

The House already has passed 
the anti-lynching bill introduced by 
Representative Gavagan (Dem.), 
New York. The Senate committee 
substituted for that measure the 
bill introduced by Senators Wag- 
ner (Dem.), New York, and Van 
Nuys (Dem.), Indiana, The Senate 
bill would define lynching as 
physical violence by a “mob” of 
three or more persons against a 
person in custody of a peace offi- 
cer, but would specifically exclude 
violence by gangsters or racketeers, 


or in connection with a labor con- 


troversy. A peace officer convicted 
of willful negligence in protecting a 
prisoner or in prosecuting a lynch 
mob would be guilty of a felony 
and subject to a fine up to $5000 
or imprisonment up to five years, 
or both. Counties where lynch mobs 
obtained a prisoner would be sub- 
ject to civil liability to the injured 
party or his legal representative 
of from $2000 to $10,000. 


Increase in Soft Coal Output. 

WASHINGTON, June 21. — The 
Bureau of Mines has reported that 
soft coal production in the week 
ending June 12 amounted to 6,995,- 


000 net tons, an increase of 395,000 
tons over the output of the holi- 
day week preceding. Production in 
the corresponding week of 1936 was 
6,697,000 tons. Pennsylvania’s an- 
thracite production for the week 
ending June 12 was estimated at 
1,069,000 net tons, compared with 
911,000 tons during the correspond- 
ing week of 1936.

Notes on “Constructive Legislation.” 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

OV. STARK recently thanked the 

members of the Fifty-Ninth General 
Assembly for their record of “construc- 
tive legislation.” 

He may call the taking of necessities 
of life from those who can ill afford the 
increase in sales tax (for the benefit of 
the political grab-bag) “constructive leg- 
islation,” but I would call it rotten poli- 
tics. Every member of this Assembly 
voting for the passage of such should be 
conscience-stricken each and every time 
he partakes of food. 

The 1 per cent tax resulted in a racket 
with any number of merchants, and now 
a 2 per cent tax with merchants allowed 
3 per cent of their collections will re- 
sult in an even greater racket, and such 
is to be protected by law. For instance, 
a 27-cent purchase made today required 
a sales tax of 6 mills and, upon com- 
plaining that tax ghould be 5 mills, I was 
informed that 6 mills was the correct tax 
under instructions from State Auditor.

THAT WEEK-END DOWN THE BAY. 


A three-day outing is planned over the coming 
week-end for the Democratic members of Congress.

—the court-packing bill—caught Congress wholly un- 
prepared, even as it did the country. Not an inkling 
had been given in advance. Literally, it was a 
legislative bolt from the blue. 

The manner of the proposal, to say nothing of 
the matter, was resented, though some of the lead- 
ers, in the traditional but erroneous sense of party 
loyalty, strove to conceal their chagrin. Some of 
them scorned such pretense. As the nature of the 
scheme was disclosed, as the consequences of this 
personal measure of the President loomed bigger 
and blacker in the discussion it precipitated, the 
placid atmosphere of Washington grew tense and 
taut.

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PREMIER VAN ZEELAND’S ERRAND. 

Three months ago, Premier Paul Van Zeeland of 
Belgium was intrusted by the governments of Great 
Britain and France with the task of conducting a 
personal inquify into the possibilities of reducing 
existing barriers to international trade. He has been 
journeying over Europe to find out what can be 
done, and now has reached the United States for a 
conversation this week with President Roosevelt. 

His findings have not been made public, but it is 
likely that Mr. Van Zeeland will receive more encour- 
agement in Washington than he has had thus far 
on the other side of the ocean. Britain’s Imperial 
Conference has just adjourned, after making it plain 
that the dominions do not look with favor on the 
proposed trade pact with the United States. Britain 
has recently installed a new Prime Minister, Neville 
Chamberlain, who is an avowed high-tariff man. In 
the other European countries, the tariff war goes on 
but little abated. 

It is reported that Van Zeeland himself suggested 
the errand which he has undertaken, in the realiza- 
tion that freer trade among the nations is the great- 
est potential power for amity and peace that can be 
invoked today. He will therefore find kindred spirits 
in Mr. Roosevelt and Secretary Hull, who have occu- 
pied themselves with negotiating a series of recipro- 
cal trade pacts that have already had a favorable 
effect. As the representative of a country long ad- 
mired by Americans, as one of the most alert and 
democratic of the European Premiers, as a Visitor 
familiar with this country’s institutions from his 
days as a special student at Princeton University, Van 
Zeeland will be a welcome guest at the White House. 
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WHEN A MOTORIST HITS A TRAIN. 

What of the motorist who has his car so poorly 
under.control that he drives it headlong into the side 
of a train at a crossing? That is close to the height 
of recklessness, but many persons doubtless have the 
comforting feeling that such accidents are rare. 

They aren’t rare at all, according to figures just 
issued by the Interstate Commerce Commission. Of 
all the grade-crossing accidents in 1936, the I C C 
reports, 38 per cent, or 1432, resulted when drivers 
crashed into trains. Could such inexcusable crashes 
as these, costing more than 500 lives, have been 
averted by better crossing protection? But one-third 
of them occurred at intersections theoretically guard- 
ed by watchmen or mechanical devices! 


While recklessness and normal human error pre- 
vail, there is only one cure for the grade-crossing 
menace. That is separation of grades, by means of 
underpasses or overpasses. Despite the great growth 
of public works in recent years, this life-saving type 
of project has had far from the attention it deserves.

From an Open Letter by Dr. Charles S. MacFarland, General Secretary Emeritus of 
the Federal Council of Churches, to Adolf Hitler. 


1933 I received an invitation, sent with 

your approval, to come to Germany and 
make a study of the religious situation. This 
invitation came, so it stated, because of con- 
fidence in me as a friend of Germany, to 
which friendship testimony had been given 
for over 35 years, in 17 visits and in many 
ways, during and after the war. 

I published, in 1934, a study which your 
own supporters characterized as judicial, 
fair, factually correct. It endeavored in every 
case to give you the benefit of the doubt. 
Your Counselor wrote me that there was no 
objection to its circulation in Germany. 

I advised church and other agencies in 
my own country to exercise restraint, sym- 
pathy and patience, and refrain entirely 
from anything like vituperation. I disap- 
proved the boycott of German goods be- 
cause it inflicted hardship on innocent Ger- 
man people, Your own statements of your 
case and those of your associates were fully 
stated. Everything a human being could do 
was done to help you to be interpreted just- 
ly and fairly. 

The one criticism of the book in America 
was that it leaned too far in that direction. 
Not only was your personal sincerity not 
questioned, but belief was expressed in the 
honesty of your desire to be of benefit to 
the German nation and people, and in your 
devotion to them. 


Y i033. EXCELLENCY will recall that in 


In the friendly interview with you to 
which I was invited, you made not a few 
statements which could hardly be construed 
as other than promises. You were told 
frankly that the people of the United States 
believed that you proposed to control and 
absorb the church in the state. This you 
disclaimed explicitly and emphatically. 

You said that your chief desire was that 
the German Evangelical church should be 
united, with “freedom and independence.” 
(I quote from the memoranda made by your 
Counselor.) You declared that “any inter- 
vention whatever of the Government of the 
Reich in the internal organization of the 
Evangelical church or any influence upon 
its doctrine was out of the question.” 

You especially demarcated the church’s 
“confession” aS a sacred ground on which 
the state could not and would not intrude, 

What now are the results of my continued 
study and how do they appear in the light 
of your earnest assurances? 

1. One does not need to go into detail, evi- 
dence or proof that you have seized control 
over the church, arrested multitudes of its 
pastors, confined many of them and per- 
mitted not a few to be assaulted without 
open rebuke of their attackers. 

2. Instead of uniting the church, you have 
divided it among those who comply, those 
who are neutral and those who courageously 
oppose your domination. 

3. Instead of regarding the “confession” 
of the church as sacred ground, you have 
endeavored to crush out its basic doctrine 
of the universal Fatherhood of God and the 
brotherhood of mankind. 

#4. Instead of doing justice to the Jews, 
you have permitted them to be harrassed 


and despoiled. Your treatment of them has 
been ruthless, without the slightest appear- 
ance of mercy, even reminding one of the 
infamous edict of Herod in stretching the 
hand of violence to the littlest child. 

In your proclamation of Jan. 30, 1933, you 
begged to be given “four years’ time” before 
people should judge. I have waited those 
four years, and what is the judgment? Let 
me give it, not-as you did, at Nuremburg 
last September, in terms of political econ- 
omy, but in terms of moral and spiritual 
values. You spoke there of what you called 
“a new code of ethics” of “an enlightened 
humanity,” of “noble motives.” You con- 
demn those who hate. You speak of “de- 
testable baiters.” Let us consider the wrong 
of hating and baiting which you deplore. 


I have been reading a paper called Der 
Stuermer. Not only does it explicitly teach 
and urge hate-hate-hate, but does it in forms 
whose viciousness never would be believed 
by one who had not seen it. The language 
in this paper is too vile for repetition, and 
its falsehoods are obvious to any ordinarily 
informed person who knows Germany. 

Worse still, there lies before me a picture 
book for children, by an 18-year-old girl said 
to be a teacher. It is being used in the 
schools. A hard-headed news correspondent 
says of it: “It is difficult to express in words 
the hatred which is shown in the pictures.” 
A German teacher writes in Der Stuermer 
that “my 8-year-old pupils afte enthusiastic 
about it,” and that the pictures “give them 
a great deal of pleasure.” 

Do you believe that you can teach and 
instill hatred of children for other children, 
and expect them to develop any brother- 
hood, just because you tell them whom to 
hate? Is not hate an infection that may 
break out anywhere, and that is most de- 
structive to the personality of the hater? 

What ‘can be the future of children who 
have been taught to find “pleasure” in the 
portrayal of hatred? And yet, at Nurem- 
berg, you attacked others for using violent 
speech and appealed for judgment on other 
people who you say “hate and bait.” 

You are isolating Germany from the rest 
of humanity, while, by persecution and exile, 
you are contributing to other peoples many 
of Germany’s finest minds and spirits. 

In the four years you asked for, what- 
ever you may have done for the economic 
life of Germany, you have wrecked its Chris- 
tian ideals. As the conclusion of my study, 
I can only say that you have, by consenting 
or approving, permitted the desecration of 
ideals of honor, integrity, truth and human- 
ity associated with the Germany of my stu- 
dent days; that you are forfeiting the re- 
spect of the civilized world and that you 
are leading your adopted nation to an abyss, 
for you cannot build an enduring nation 
upon force and hate. 

God knows, I wish that my report in 1934 
might be the last word. But you have vio- 
lated every assurance that you made to me. 
I yet hope that I may live long enough to 
see the restoration, in moral terms, of the 
Germany of my teachers of over 40 years 
ago; a Germany once more respected by 
the civilized world and the Christian church,

AND BROS AT 20 


Sickle-Billed Birds of Paradise 
and Vicunas From South 
America in Collection. 


A collection of 65 animals and 
birds, including several rare speci- 
mens, arrived at the Zoo in Forest 
Park yesterday from New York. 
The collection was purchased by 
Director George Vierheller for 
$9200. 


Outstanding in the group are five 
birds of paradise from New Guinea, 
including two sickle-billed birds, of 
a type new to the zoo here. These 
birds are dark in coloring, have an 
odd-shaped bill and are 10 or 12 
inches long. Other birds of para- 
dise in the collection are a “magnif- 
icent,” a “lesser superb” and a 
Helena six-plumed. 

Among the animals are a pair of 
vicunas, South American cloven- 
hooved animals, intended for the 


new barless pits. Vierheller said 

this was the only pair in North 

America. ) 
Bearded Vulture. 

The bird collection includes also 
a lammergeier, or bearded vulture, 
One of the largest of flying birds. 
The Zoo’s acquisition is a fine 
specimen, about three feet long 
and striking in color. There is said 
to be only one othe rof its kind in 
the country. 

Four cocks-of-the-rock were 
among the new arrivals, to be add- 
ed to the two already in the Zoo. A 
particularly striking specimen is an 
orange-colored male, with a half- 
halo over the head. There are two 
other males and a female, slate 
gray in color. 

The bird colleetion includes also 
two toco-toucans, one ruff, or Euro- 
pean plover, two king vultures, four 
Chilean flamingoes and four 
curassows, also from South Ameri- 
ca, 

Wild Dogs From Brazil. 

Rare specimens among the newly 
acquired animals are two wild bush 
dogs from Brazil, intended for the 
small mammal collection. 

The South American specimens 
include also a female guanaco, 
llama and alpaca, two ocelots and 
one paca, a rodent about 18 inches 
long. Most of these will be placed 
in the South American division of 
the new barless pits. 

Among the monkeys purchased 
are two black macaques, one chac- 
ma baboon, two spider monkeys, 15 
green monkeys—intended for dis- 
play in the center cage of the prim- 
ate house—five lemurs and two 
chimpanzees. 

The latter have already been 
named—Alice and Ellis—and will be 
trained by Cash Ferguson, director 
of the primate show, to participate 
in future exhibitions. The chim- 
banzees are two years old and 
about 18 inches high. 

The specimens were put in quar- 
antine and will not be in perma- 
nent quarters for several weeks.

AND ROOSEVELT 


Asks If One Is Necessary to 
Other—Says Dictatorships 
Will Destroy Selves. 


By the Associated Press. 

ROCHESTER, N. Y., June 21— 
The University of Rochester grad- 
uating class heard today from 
Charles P. Taft I, one of the three 
mediators in the steel strike, a pre- 
diction of a world-wide return to 
democracy. 

Taft’s message was read to the 
graduates by President Alan Valen- 
tine, Taft being detained in Cleve~ 


land for a conference with union 
representatives and steel company 
officers. 

In the manuscript read by Dr, 
Valentine, Taft said: 

“I believe that dictatorships that 
threaten our peace today have in 
them the seeds of their own de- 
struction, and that no outside force 
from us or anyone else can bring 
the return of democracy any more 
quickly than it is coming now. 

“I believe that a large measure of 
that sense of injustice that sustains 
those dictatorships and breeds war 
can be eliminated by peaceful meth- 
ods.” 

Turning to the United States, 
Taft asked: “Do we have to have 
Jim Farley and spoils in order to 
have Franklin D. Roosevelt?” and 
then added: 

“I’m here to tell you that you 
can have honest local government 
and you can take part in politics 
without getting dirt on your hands. 
If you can do it there, you can do 
it beyond that in state and national 
politics.” 

“To do it,” he said, “you have 
to get along with people you dis- 
agree with ... but you don’t have 
to sell your soul to anybody for 
anything.” 

Taft was among several listed 
for honorary degrees. The others 
were Malvina Hoffman, sculptor; 
Robert Borthwick Adam II, John- 
sonian Collector, and Prof. Chaun- 
cey Tinker of Yale University.

Issuance of the documents, 
prelates said, was discussed at yes- 
terday’s meeting of the congrega- 
tion of extraordinary ecclesiastical 
affairs, presided over by the Pope. 
Eugenio Cardinal Pacelli, Papal 
Secretary of State, was said to dif- 
fer somewhat with Pope Pius on 
what course the church should 
adopt toward Germany, urging mod- 
eration rather than a strong atti- 
tude. The Cardinal was Nuncio to 
Bavaria and then to Germany for 
many years.

INU. S. GLIDER MEET 


Trophies and $6000 in Prizes 
Offered at Elmira, N. Y., 
June 26 to July 11. 


By the Associated Press. 

ELMIRA, N. Y., June 21.—The 
people who fly in gliders are pre- 
paring for the biggest gliding and 
soaring contest in the national his- 
tory of the sport. 

Six thousand dollars and several 
trophies will be up for claiming 
at the meet, June 26 to July 11, un- 
der the auspices of the Soaring 
Society of America. More than 100 
pilots and some 40 gliding and 
soaring planes will be entered. 

The contests wili take place at 
Elmira’s Harris Hill where, me- 
teorologists say, there are as good 
air currents as will be found in 
the United States, landing facilities 
and the kindliness of the surround- 
ing terrain being equal. 

Entries include Peter Riedel, 
German soaring ace, and Jonas 
Pyragius and Lieut.

Those North-South teams that 
were not using the two-way three- 
bid had to start with one heart, 
since South’s hand was too strong 
for an old-fashioned preempt. After 
a one heart opening West never 
even approached trouble. He over- 
called with one spade and thé bid- 
ding then proceeded: two diamonds 
by North; pass by East, and South 
either jumped in hearts or made 
the better duplicate bid of two no 
trump, eventually arriving at four 
hearts or three no trump. 

At the tables where North-South 
were using the two-way three-bid, 
-a three heart opening put West in 
a highly embarrassing position. 
With a six-card higher ranking 
major suit and two and one-half 
tricks in the minors, West could 
not be severely criticized for 
stretching to three spades. But the 
balance of power in North’s hand 
wreaked havoc on this more or less 
forced overcall. North naturally 
doubled and normal defense de- 
feated the three spade contract 
three tricks, 800 points. 

Since the best that North-South 
could do offensively was five no 
trump (660 points) the teams that 
started with one bids found them- 
selves out of the running on this 
particular board.

Attempting More Work Than Your Normal Capacity 


This is the ninth article of a series 


on “Wake Up and Live.’

HAT if .vu must have ap- 
W provar and acquiescence in 

one phase of your work before 
you go to the next? What if your 
work is contributory to a group— 
effort? That is, of course, more 
complicated, but imagination can 
still come to your aid. It can show 
you where you stand in the chain 
of causes which go t- bring about 
a certain result, and thus’ teach 
you to be patient during the time 
when your work is being consid- 
ered, to hold yourself in a state 
of balance until the verdict is 
passed. Then, if it is adverse— 
as it occasionally must be—you 
can do one of two things: tackle 
the same problem from a new an- 
gle, hoping this time to reach a 
good working basis with your co- 
workers, or you must put your rea- 
sons for believing that your orig- 
inal idea is good in such a way 
as to show that you are not defend- 
ing it simply out of a sense of out- 
raged proprietorship. 

The only way to do this success- 
fully is to have a well-thought-out 
set of standards drawn up for each 
type of work that you do, and in 
advance. If you wait till any one 
item is finished you may find 
yourself reasoning after the fact, 
defending the fact accomplighed, 
and perhaps blinding yourself to 
real insufficiencies in it. 

Here again we call on imagina- 
tion. If you were to envisage the 
best possible example of the work 
you are about to undertake, what 
would it be? Find the best exam- 
ple of similar work that you can. 
Which were added by the origina- 
tor of that example? With this 
analysis in hand, draw up a set of 
standards for your own use, put- 
ting down first those things which 
are absolutely necessary if you are 
to succeed at all; next those which 
are desirable if it is possible to 
include them; last, but most im- 
portant to your personal success, 
those things which are your own 
contribution. . 

Now, before getting to work, 
drop your own point of view and 
see your prospective task from the 
position of your audience, of. the 
“ultimate consumer.” Who is to 
benefit by the activity? Who, if 
you are a creative worker, is your 
audience? Who, if you are selling 
an article, is your predestined cus- 
tomer? If you were in his shoes, 
what would you like to see included 
in the offering? If you can imag- 
inatively enter into the state of 
mind of those through whom you 
hope to attain your success, you 
can frequently add just those ele- 
ments which will make your work 
irresistible. 

Oddly enough, it is more often 
the creative worker who fails to ex- 
pand the standards for his work 
by considering the half-formulated 
desires of his audience. Part of his 
intention, at least, must be to con- 
vey an idea or an aesthetic emotion 
to others, and he fails if he does 
not do so. It is true that to have 
a constant gnawing fear that you 
are not pleasing others has a bad 
effect on work. It is true that if 
you look exclusively to please oth- 
ers what you do will seldom be 
worth doing; but if your idea of 
success includes recognition, then 
the more you can learn imagina- 
tively of your audience the better. 
If, knowing their tastes, you can 
give them not only what they want 
but something much better than 
they, being non-professionals, could 
imagine, you are sure of your suc- 
cess. 

Having taken all these things 
into consideration, having formu- 
lated as clearly as possible the ideal 
towards which your own work 
should tend, before launching it

into the world you should check it 
against a set of questions which 
arise logically from the possession 
of well-defined standards. Each 
line of activity will have a different 
set, each individual worker will al- 
ter the emphasis, or have his own 
idea of the proper order for these 
critical questions, but roughly the 
finished work should be measured 
in somewhat this way: 


Is what I have done as good as 
the best in its field? 

Has it everything necessary for 
all ordinary purposes? 


Have I added any special values 
by way of an original contribution? 

Have I made it as attractive and 
convenient as possible for those 
who are its logical users? (Or au- 
dience, or clients.) 

Have I considered whether there 
is another group to which it might 
also be made to appeal? 


What more can I do before I re- 
lease it from myself and send it 
out to make its own way? 

(Try reading these questions in 
two ways: As referring to an item 
of commerce; as an attitude to- 
wards a daily task.) 


The artist will necessarily have a 
different set of questions, although 
they will be cognate with those 
above. As an example, one of our 
best poets asks herself these ques- 
tions: 

Have I conveyed what I thought? 

Have I conveyed what I felt? 

Is it as clear as I can make it? 

Is it as distinguished or beautiful 
as its matter permits?

GAIN, if you are one of a group 
Aor workers, imagination can 

help you in still another way, 
by showing you where you stand 
in relation to those around you. 
When you have seen this you can 
work out a code for yourself which 
will remove many of the irritations 
and dissatisfactions of your daily 
work. Have you ever been amused 
and enlightened by seeing a familiar 
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room from the top of a stepladder; 
or, in mirrors set at angles to 
each other, seen yourself as ob- 
jectively for a second or two as 
anyone else in the room? It is that 
effect you should try for in imagi- 
nation. If you can see yourself 
and your fellow workers as imper- 
sonally as man on a chess board, 
you can often find what it is that 
you are not doing, or what you are 
doing imperfectly, and more to Cor- 
rect the bad practice. 


Many of those who believe them- 
selves overworked are doing less 
than they should ideally do, and 
could do easily if they saw what is 
expected of them with imagination 
instead of anxiety. Often the ex- 
cess work is something which they 
have almost officiously undertaken, 
many times from a real sense of 
duty and obligation. No large of- 
fice is without one example of this 
type who is its reductio ad absur- 
dum, the panicky job-grabber: from 
fear lest he, or, usually, she might 
possibly be considered as not doing 
all that is expected, or might be 
considered unnecessary to the or- 
ganization, he gets a hundred small 
details in his hands, with the result 
that he is overworked, performance 
is not perfect, time is lost, and oth- 
ers who might be well occupied 
have time to idle and lose interest. 
If such a worker could see his posi- 
tion in perspective he could do more 
of the work he was really engaged 
for, do it better, and do it with less 
sense of strain and fatigue. 


Those executives and administra- 
tors who continually do far more 
than they can without incurring 
fatigue and irritability are frequent- 
ly pandering to their own self-im- 
portance and conceit, although usu- 
ally they would reject the charge 
with wrath. They are certainly al- 
lowing the will to fail to operate 
in their lives. It is good to extend 
one’s normal activity till its capac- 
ity is reached—and that is far 
oftener much more than we habit- 
ually do rather than less—but the 
tasks taken on thereafter are the 
first steps toward failure—towards 
that trouble, beloved to Americans, 
the “nervous breakdown.” 

When you have found your func- 
tion, perform it very fully, but do 
not overstep it. except in emergen- 
cies. In most large enterprises, or 
joint enterprises, there is—or should 
be—some one person whose de- 
cisions are final. Sometimes each 
member of a partnership has the 
power to command or veto; for one 
aspect of the work. Often these de- 
cisions are given after the opinions 
of all have been canvassed, or sug- 
gestions invited. Right here comes 
the necessity for a code: If the 
decision goes against you or your 
suggestion, abandon your own idea 
and co-operate in the decision 
whole-heartedly. If you feel that a 
truly grave mistake is being made, 
take a few hours to draw up the 
situation as you see it, show how 
you think the new decision will

a mistake, or why an alternative 
plan should be adopted. Try to be 
as fair about this as you can, Often 
we think an alternative plan pre- 
cious because, and only because, it 
is our own. “Pride of authorship” 
comes in. 

Many of those who believe they 
have given up their own ideas and 
are working along other lines will 
unconsciously go on obstructing and 
objecting, holding up the work, try- 
ing to defeat its ends. The trouble 
here is that this obstructionism is 
often unconscious; but the way to 
escape the danger is to realize it as 
a possibility, and to look at your- 
self and your attitude scrupulously 
to be sure you are not putting up 
unnecessary hazards, doing your 
share of the new program slowly 
or indifferently—trying to bring 
about a failure, since your plan was 
ignored or modified. 

If, on the other hand, you are 
the one whose decisions must be 
accepted, you will save yourself 
trouble later by watching the initial 
stages of the work to be sure that 
some such unconscious sabotage is 
not going on. A quick challenge to 
the troublesome person whose feel- 
ings have been hurt will sometimes 
whip a whole program into shape 
which might otherwise fail. And 
by such watching you can see that 
each is doing the work assigned 
to him. 

A little imaginative overseeing of 
a staff or partnership in the early 
stages of any activity will often re- 
sult in clearing up a disorder of 
long standing.

ERHAPS, however, you are 

really miscast, and your useful- 

ness would be on, say, the plan- 
ning end of an enterprise rather 
than the executive, where you are 
placed. In that case, your problem 
is to bring your talents to the at- 
tention of your superior officers 
with as little crowding and bustling 
as possible. Learn to write clear, 
short, definite memoranda and pre- 
sent them to your immediate su- 
perior until you are perfectly cer- 
tain that he will never act upon 
them. In no other circumstances 
are you justified in going over his 
head. Try also to be willing to see 
your work and suggestions acted 
upon without receiving immediate 
acknowledgment that the ideas or- 
iginated with you. This frequently 
happens in a large organization, 
and to sulk or stand out for hav- 
ing your rights recognized in every 
case will only cancel the advance 
you might have been able to make. 
If your good idea is one of a series 
and not a flash in the pan, you can 
be sure your calibre will eventually 
make itself felt. If not, the organi- 
zation is a bad one for you, and 
you should set about finding a bet- 
ter connection as soon as possible. 

Partnerships, and partioularly the 
universal partnership of husband 
and wife, are almost always indi- 
vidual cases. In general the rule 
should be, try never to assume what 
is the normal function of the other 
partner until you have almost in- 
disputable evidence that if you do 
not do so some vital balance will 
be destroyed. Often to do one’s own 
part fully and well is enough to 
call out the complementary activi- 
ties of the other. In any partner- 
ship, once you are sure that you 
are doing your own part, if there is 
still some obvious weakness to cor- 
rect it can usually be talked over, 
the reason for it found, and its cor- 
rection arranged. Occasionally this 
cannot be done. Only those who 
are in such a relation know when 
it is impossible to talk over any 
matter because of an over-sensi- 
tiveness or blindness in the other 
partner. In such cases, assume as 
much of the overlooked responsibil- 
ity as you can discharge well, but 
no more. There is always the pos- 
sibility of sudden illumination, of 
belated growth, which will be en- 
dangered if you take upon your- 
self more than you should. But 
notice that where you must do 
work not your own, assume these 
responsibilities; see that you do 
not allow them to be thrust upon 
you. What you undertake open- 
eyed will seldom be made later a 
cause of martyrdom and sullenness,

partnership you are ready to teach, 
discipline and exercise yourself till 
you reach your state of maximum

Dear Mrs. Post: 

O you think that it is “cheap” top 
D- hostess to give a party for 

intimate friends and ask each 
one to bring something toward the 
refreshment? Everyone likes 
come to our house because we 
have a rumpus room, which has 
a good space for dancing and a 
pool table and other attractive 
games which one couldn't ordinari- 
ly keep set up in the living rooms 
of the house. Always our friends 
say, “Oh, don’t have anything to

Answer: This would not be an

The Value of 
Healthy Feet 


In Business 


Defective Shoes Source of 
Accidents Particularly in 
Case of Women.

Logan Clendening, M. D. 


TRAVELING salesman said to 
me, “My feet would make me 
lose thousands of dollars if I 
did not take care of them. When 
my feet hurt I am grouchy, im- 
patient and unreasonable. I lose 
all my tact and diplomacy.” 

Some department stores employ 
nodiatrists on their medical staff to 
keep the feet of their salesgirls 
healthy. They consider it a good 
investment, because they know how 
easy .it is for a weary, foot-sore 
salesperson to lose business. 

In industry, employers recognize 
that the care of the feet aids good 
health and promotes safety. No fac- 
tory employe is trustworthy on & 
delicate, complicated machine if at- 
tention is constantly distracted by 
a painful foot. Defective shoes are 
a source of accidents, particularly 
in the case of women, they being 
the greatest sufferers. Old shoes 
should be barred as a safety health 
measure. Women in shops should 
wear oxfords, medium wide toes, 
with flexible soles and kid leather 
upper parts and heels not over 1% 
inches in height. Rubber heels will 
absorb the shock of pounding on 
hard floors. Men in shoes should 
select shoes with flexible soles to 
prevent exertion in bending the 
feet, and with upper part of light- 
weight calf, or elk for heavier 


work.

HE foot is also in danger at 
T piss, as witness the term which 

has become so popular, “ath- 
lete’s foot.” This is an infection 
with a microscopic fungus plant, 
which gets into the skin of feet 
which have been macerated by 
standing in a shower bath. Natur- 
ally one person with an infected 
foot can leave enough on a@ gymna- 
sium floor to infect the feet of an 
entire club. 

People differ in their sensitive- 
ness to this infection. I knew one 
man who was so susceptible to it 
that he had to give up bathing in 
the locker of his club entirely, and 
did all of his changing at home in 
his own bathroom. Even then he 
had to keep the floor rubbed with 
an antiseptic so as to be sure that 
he wouid not reinfect himself. 

Poor shoes also play a part in 
the production of athlete’s foot. 
Moisture and heat accumulate in 
heavy shoes and keep the skin soft 
and macerated. Feet need ventila- 
tion. 7 

Those who are troubled with re 
infection of athlete’s foot should 
keep a formaldehyde pad in the 
shoes overnight.

HENDAYE, French-Spanish Bor- 


der, June 22.—Spanish insurgents, 
driving from Bilbao toward the 
costal city of Santander, 45 miles 


to the west, captured Oquendo, 
eight miles southwest of Bilbao, 
and other villages, an insurgent 
communique said today. 

“Disorganhization of the enemy’s 
camp becomes greater and greater,” 
the insurgents said. 

The Government, on the other 
hand, declared the _ retreating 
Basques had entrenched on the left 
pank of the Gadagua River and 
were holding mining and industrial 
zones close to Bilbao. 

Refugees streamed westward to- 
ward Santander, last important city 
still held by the semi-autonomous 
Basque administration, which gov- 
erned three of Spain’s provinces. 

The Basque Government charged 
that the insurgents had bombed 
and machine-gunned many of the 
refugees as they fled and asked 
Great Britain and France to help 
remove them to safer places in 
Government-held districts of Spain.
